hill Magazine says, "lu one regard the 
vomen of Iceland have obtained completer 
'quality than their sisters iu continental 
Europe. They receive

ducation as tho men do. There are no 
chools in the island, naturally, as families 
ive mostly a dozen miles apart, and instruc- 
ion i.s therefore given by the father to his 
OUH and daughters alike and together, tho 
iriest—whore thorn is a priest—sometimes 
adding n littla Latin or Dimish. Thus tho

jecauso there id really nothing to paint; 
nucing, because you can seldom gather a 
ufliciently large party, and have no rooms 
n'g enough; instrumental uiusio.'ou account 
of the impossibility of transporting B piano 
over rocks and bogs on tho back of a pony.

THE LATEST 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Mr, Moulton's statement and Mr. Iteeali- 


er's statement have been published. Mr. 
Beecher repeats more specifically his plea of 
not guilty nud recites at length his version 
of tho relations between himself and the 
Tiltons. 
Ho declares that the so-called 


confession is by no means to be- considered 
us his statement. It \vns written by Moultou 
while ho, (Beecher)was expressing his sor- 
row nt tho uuhappinoss in Tilton's family 
and his pain at the effort to destroy his re- 
putation, lie denies that he used tho Iiuig- 
iiflge in the "apology" nud in some places 
he denies that he ever expressed uuch ideas 
as aro there found. The "apology" was in- 
tended to be merely a memorandum of v/liiit 
Mr. Boecher said and not a report of it, aud 
was to havo bepii used by Moulton in pacify 
ing Tiltou. 
Mr. Boecher states that the 


chargo of improper proposals, all that was 
charged at fir-it, was mado by Tiltou in a 
spirit of revenge beuau.se Beceher had been 
instrumental in procuring Mr. Tilton's 
discharge 
from 
Hits editorship 
of 
the 


Independent. 
Mr. 
B^oukcr 
explained 


his 
allusion to sudden death by saj] 


Ing that for many years he has had occa- 
sional premonitions of apoplexy. Other let- 
ters are also explained. Tiltou'd confession 
from his wife is said lo havo beau written 
when sho was sick in bed, too weak to make 
any refusal nnd perhaps loo weak to under- 
stand what she did. At Tilton's request Mr. 
Boecher cnlled on Mrs. Tiltou, who was then 
sir-It, nnd she confessed to him, he says, thai 
she had written 
she then wrote 
a 
retraction,

substantially in tho manner which has al- 
fclreadr been described. Moulton said that 
a retraction obtained under such circum- 
stances was suspicious and would do no 
good; that Tiltou had burned tho original 
confession and that it would bo belter not to 
keep the retraction. 
He was very escitec 


lu his manner and took pains while talking 
with Boecher to exhibit a revolver. 


Beecher emphatically douies that in his 


Intercourse with Mrs. Tiltou thora was ever 
anjthiug improper; anything that ought 
hot to occur between a Christian gentleman 
and the wife of his best friend. 
Mr. Bocch- 


er states that while entirely innocent he 
naturally .wished to avoid tbe effects of a 
scandalous report and for that purpose he 
hns submitted to blackmail from Tilton lo 
tho extent of $7000 nnd hud $t"000 moro 
demanded, but refused to pay it. 


It appears to us that some newspapers 


have manifested an astonishing amount of 
stupidity or malice in interpreting Mr. 
Beechor'a letters. If Mrs- Tiltou is as weak 
R woman as her own statement has indicated 
that she is there is nothing incredible 
In tho idea that on, a sick bed sho wrote a 
f .Use confession. Armed with this con- 
fession Tilton had the power ot making 
Baecher very uncomfortable. 
Any man, es- 


pecially ono in Boechor's conspicuous posi- 
tion, when charged with a great crime and 
threatened with ruin by a man who held pre- 
sumptive evidence ngainst him might not 
unnaturally 
wish 
himself dead. 
Jonah 


wished himself dead for a much smaller 
nffftir. 
Mr. Beecher considered himself un- 


intentionally but yet to some extent actually 
responsible for tho domestic and business 
misfortunes of Tilton. 
This together with 


the awful fate lhat Tilton threatened him 
frith was enough to make n calmer nian 
than the pastor of Plymouth Church use 
stronger language than the circumstances 
demanded. 


As for Moulton, it is difficult to under- 


stand what motives control his conduct, un- 
less, as Ml*. Beecher charges, ho is nnd baa 
been playing into Tilton's hands. Ho pro- 
feesos to regard both ns his friends and yet 
ho declares that he can, when ho sees fit, 
tnako farther revelations against Beecher, 
He still continues his maudlin talk about a 
compromise wheu both tho principals iu tho 
case demand n full investigation and declare 
lhat no compromise can bo made. 
. Of course as long aa Moulton choosos to 
circulate his story that ho knows n great 
deal but won't toll it no settlement of thi 
dose can be effected. 
And yet it is a settle- 


•ment that he professes to seek. In n court 
of law thia conscientious gentleman, who 
knows so much bettor what is good for 
Boecher and Tilton than they do themselves, 
may bo pumped dry nnd tho wretched busi- 
ness may bo buried out of sight. 
Mr, 


Moulton wants to scatter a little earth 
OTor tho carrion and Uavo it where its efllu- 
via can poison tho atmosphere. 


In tho opening part of his statement Mr. 


Beecher says: 


I labor under groat tlisndvaulngoK in malt- 


ing a eta lain cut. My memory of status of 
tho mind is clear and tenacious better than 
my memory of dates nnd details. During 
four troubled ycara, in nil of which I havo 
been singularly burdened witli public labor, 
baring established and conducted tho Chris- 
tian Union, delivered courses of lecture:) 
before th« Theological Seminary of Ynlo 
College, written, "Tho LIfo of Christ" do- 
lirered each winter, lycouiu lectures iu all 
th« North and Went. All the»o duties, witlt 
the CMC of a ({rent church nnd Its out-

the 


miKeilanooufl businosn which falls upon n 
clergyman moro (linn upon any other public 
man, I haro kept In regard, and now wi tli

being able to prove it witli detailed eipU- 
nations. I am one upon whom Iroubl* 
works inwardly, making me outwardly 
wleut, but wwborftliiu in tbe ohuabeni 
of my aouL aid when lit leftgtli I do «>e«k 
it is a p«t up flood, tuid pourg without 
measure or moderation.

Even it no more was made 
than would supply the wants of fanners nnd 
diary men and consumers in country, vil- 
lagei throughout the state, tho quantity re- 
quired woti'.d be by no meras small. 
But 


add to tlrs what is needed, or could be sold 
in the Inrge cities, and we sooi> should havo 
a demand, increasing from year to year, oud 
thus the consumption of cheese fit home 
would be greatly promoted. Wo dp not nd- 
vis« factories to ongago exclusively in the 
manvtactura of sago cheese, but we suggest 
at nrst that a few be made ns an experiment 
and the sale of these few could be contracted 
forprevious to tho mauufftcti'ro, so that tho 
operation need not be nn experiment but n 
certainty.
